TION DAY ARE SATISPAOTORY. 


Both Parties Think for a Startet the Work 
Accomplished Is Worthy of Much Fe- 
licitation—Reports Come to Both Head- 
quarters of the Way the Work Was 
Dene—Meetings Are to Be Held in All 
Parts ofthe City Today and This Week 
Some of the Speakers. 

When the women got to thinking yesterday 
about the resuits of the registration they de- 
cided it was gratifyingly large. The good 
feeling was not confined to the women of 
either party. Republican and Democratic 
leaders alike said the showing was an excel- 
lent one for a beginning. In the Thirty-fourth 
Ward, where nearly 1,600 women registered, 
both sides were rejoicing. At Republican 
headquarters at the Grand Pacific congratu- 
latory letters were received. At the Demo- 
cratic headquarters at the Paimer House 
there were verbal reports that there were 
more Democratic women than Republican 
women registered.

Southwestern Traffic Association Meets at 
St, Louis.

LAW CUTS NO FIGURE. 


BISSELL AND MAXWELL SOORN THE 
OIVIL SERVIOE STATUTE. 


Republican Postmasters — Democrats 
Given the Spoils Irrespective of Legal 
Limitations=Dayton Making „ Hard 
ight Against Wilson—Enlisted Men 
in Epaulets=B:ibeock Coming to Wis- 
consin te Look Afcer His Fences. 
Wasurncron, D. C., Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
Civil service reformers who believe Cleve- 
land’s administration has been any less agile 
in disposing of political opponents than has 
been the case under previous Presidents may 
be interested in learning that under the man- 
agement of Postmaster-General Bissell, the 
former friend and business associate of the 
President, the Postoffice Department has been 
rapidly revolutionized. All previous records 
have been exceeded in regard to fourth class 
postoffices, which come under the direct con- 
trol of Fourth Assistant-Postmaster-General 
Maxwell. Shortly after he assumed the 
management of the postoffice guillotine 
he decided to abandon the custom 
of the office and declined to state 
in his official announcements whether the old 
Postmasters had been removed or resigned, 
The great fact is that during the first twelve 
months of the present administration 22,012 
fourth-class postoffices passed into the con- 
trol of the Democrats. The average appoint- 
ments per month have been 1,834, as com- 
pared with 1.540 under Clarkson and 1,305 
under Stevenson. A comparison of figures 
shewing the number of removals and appoint- 
ments under the first Cleveland, the Harrison, 
and the present administration may be inter- 
esting. From March 4, 1885, to Mareh 26, 
1886, there were appointed 1,185 Presidential 
Postmasters; from March 4. 1889, to March 
26, 1890, 1.765 Presidential Postmasters 
were appointed, and from March 4, 1893, to 
March 26, 1894, 1,806 were appointed.

COLOMBIAN PEOPLE ARE PLACATED. 


Repeal of the Reciprocity Treaties Re- 
lieves the Strained Relations. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 17.—A sharp dip- 
lomatic disagreement between the United 
States of Colombia and the United States of 
America has just been brought to a close. 
The difference grew out of and has existed 
ever since President Harrison in March, 
1892, issued a retaliatory proclamation 
against Colombia under the provisions of the 
McKinléy act because of Colombia’s re- 
fusal to negotiate a reciprocity treaty with 
the United States as has ndone by other 
Central and Southern American countries. 
Senor Hurtado, the Colombian Miuister, pro- 
tested against the proclamation 
after a warm correspondence with 
Secretaries Blaine and John W. Fos 
ter left Washington and bas _ returned 
but once singe, that occasion beinga call on 
Secretary Gresham. For two years Colom- 
bia’s protests have been before the State De- 
partment. Now, however, the new American 
tariff does away with reciprocity and retaiia- 
tion, so that the retaliatory proclamation 
against Colombia is annulled. As a result the 
strained relations between the countries are 
ended and it is thought Sefior Hurtado will 
again take up his residence in Washington. 
Sefior Rengifo has been Chargé d’Affaires 
during Mr. Hurtado’s absence, 


PLEADS FOR INCREASE OF THE ARMY. 


Gen. O. O. Howard Urges the Necessity of 
More Regular Troops. 

Wasmrnror, D. C., Oct. 17.—The annual re- 
port of Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, command - 
ing the Department of the East, has been 
made public. Gen. Howard. in speaking of 
the movements of his troops necessitated by 
the late strike says fortunately his apprehen- 
sions of serious obstruction to commerce 
were not realized. But should such difficul- 
ties arise again and simultaneously in cities 
far apart the necessity for regular troops and 
more of them than his department now af- 
fords, he says, is apparent. Just now the Na- 
tional Guard in several States in the depart- 
ment is well organized and responds prompt- 
ly to every call of duty. Still Gen. — 
strongly recommends an increase of the army 
to at least double the size of the present force. 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Orders Are Sent te the American War 
Vessels to Quit Biueficids. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 17.—Secretary Her- 
bert, after consultation with the State Depart- 
ment, has decided to relieve the United States 
naval vessels which have laid so long at Blue- 
fields, Nicaragua, under a tropical sun in the un- 
healthy season. Today he sent orders to Capt. 
Sumner of the Columbia to proceed with his ves- 
sel to Kingston, Jamaica. The commander of 
the Marblehead, O' Neil. was ordered to proceed 


with his ship to Cartagena, Colombia, if the 


state of affairs at Bluefields, in his opinion, would 
warrant the complete withdrawal of both United 
States warships. The reason for sending the 
Marbiehead to Cartagena is probably to guard 
against any injury to the American interests 
there through revolutionary movements growing 
out of the selection of a Presiden* to succeed Dr. 
Nunez, who died not long ago. 
Turks Yield to Terrell. 

Mr. Terrell, the United States Minister to Tur- 
key, has successfully closed anotber international 
incident with credit to himseif. Sept. 8 last the 

rkish police pounced on several native Ar- 
menians at Aindab on a charge of sedition and 
undertook to search for papers the American col- 
lege at that town. Mr. Terrell protested this 
should not be done save inthe presence of him- 
self or his representative. The Turkish Govern- 
ment yielded this point, and today Mr. Terrell 
cabled the search had been made in the presence 
of Mr. Riddle, his Secretary of Legation, that the 
arties arrested were exonerated, and the inci- 
ent closed. 
Another Pension Decision. 

Assistant-Secretary Reynolds of the Interior 
Department has decided that Sec. 4718 of the 
Revised Statutes, relative to the payment of ac- 
crued pensions, is applicable to pensioners under 
the act of July 27, 1892, granting pensions to the 
survivors of certain Indian wars. It is also held 
that the section authorizes the widow of the de- 
ceased soldier to prosecute his pending claim 
under that act and receive the accrued pension 
to the date of the soldier's death. This action 
reverses the decision of the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions made in May, 1893

E. F. CULLERTON’S dOMPANT FAILS. 


Assets $51,700 and Liabilities $22,500— 
Howard Wagner Assignee. 


The Turnbull & Cullerton Roofing and 
Metal Lath company made an assignment in 
the County Court yesterday in favor of How. 
ard Wagner as assignee. Assets, $51,700; 
liabilities, $22,500. The corporation has 
been in existence for a year, but the firm 
which preceded it, Turnbull & Cullerton, was 
in business for a number of years and was 
generally supposed to be one of the solid con- 
cerns in the business. The officers of the 
company are E. F. Cullerton, President, and 
George A. Turnbull, Treasurer and Secre- 
tary. The failure is attributed by the con- 
cern’s attorney to an inability to make col- 
lections and the unprepared maturity of a lot 
of commercial paper. Thecreditors are few 
in number, and the officers of the company 
say they are confident a satisfactory settie- 
ment can be made with all the creditors in a 
short. time.

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SCOTT GIVES IT UP. 


DISMISSES THE ROSEWATER OASE AT 
OMAHA IN DESPAIR. 


He Scores the Five Other Judges of the 
Cireuit Whe Tried to Tuke the Case 
from Him and Blocks the Transfer by 
His Decision—Work of the Presbyterian 
Synod of Illincis—Students of Kansas 
State University te Contest Paying Li- 
brary Fee. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—The 
conflict of authority yesterday between Judge 
Scott of the District Court and the other five 
Judges of this judicial circuit over the Rose- 
water libel case had a ridiculous sequel to- 
day, resulting in the dismissal of the case. 
The other Judges transferred the case on the 
appeal of Editor Rosewaver for alleged preju- 
dice on Judge Scott’s part to Judge Ambrose 
last night and instructed all court officials to 

Scott’s order on the subject. This 
morning Judge Scott opened court in the 
présence of a big crowd and called the case 
for trial. When he was informed the officers 
would not obey him and the reasons therefor 

he became excited. . 

1 will not submit to this,“ he cried. 
This is merely en effort to coerce this court, 
and it is unseemly. I propose to take care of 
myself. I always ha ve and I always can. In 
this spectacle five Judges pass upon my con- 
science. I have tried to get some outside 
Judge tocome in and try this case, but you 
remember how effectually he was plugged, 
and I could not blame him for not wanting 
the mud hills turned upon him. Here, 
now, is the dilemma, and against my protest 
to the transfer it is a case of five against 
one. What right had they to pick out the 
case against Edward Rosewater? Thi« case 
was ravished off my docket because it hap- 
pened to be Rosewater who was. interested 
and because Rosewater has a newspaper and 
knows how to use it where it will do the most 
good, except when he attacks me. What I 
think of Rosewater outside of the court 
weighs not a_feather’s weight in the 
court. What to be done? Five 
Judges say I shall not try this case and I have 
said I will. Shall I go out on the street and 
fight it out? No,I will not out on the 
street and fight, but here I will acht for. m 
rights. I have not gota newspaper, but 
want the good opinion of good men. e re- 
markable thing is that one Judge told me 
this case ought to be dismissed. 
does this mean? I never said this 
man ought to be convicted. No, never; 
but 1 would have as much right 
to say he should be convicted as any other 
Judge would have to say the case 
should bedismissed before the trial. With 
me I never say anything that I can’t back up. 
The prosecution has said this case belongs to 
the criminal branch of the District Court and 
now I ask why should the criminal business 
be scattered among other Judges? How un- 
seemingly do we find the condition of things. 
One party who is charged with crime and 
is to be tried invokes the aid of five of 
the Judges and the case is transferred. 
Yet on the dome of this court-house there is a 
figure of Justice holding the scaies in her 
hand, and it wili be a wonder if the next wind 
does not blow her down. She ought to be 
torn down or else there ought to be written 
on one end of those scales: ‘For every one 
else, but if Rosewater is to be tried drop 
down a little.’ ” 

At this juncture the prosecuting witness, 
ex-Sheriff Bennett, asked the court to dismiss 
the ease. The County Attorney advised this 
to be done and it was so ordered. The Su- 
preme Court early thie morning issued an 
order at the request of the other District 
Judges, requiring Scott to transfer the case, 
but the whole mutter was concluded with the 
dismissal of the case. It is said by lawyers to 
be the only instance of the kind on record.

Net earnmgs of the North Chicago Street

Baltimore and Ohio. 3 
Private advices received yesterday from St. 
Louis indicate the Presidents and General 
Managers of the Weatern roads who have been 
in session there for the last two days expect to 
perfect the strongest pool formed since the in- 
ter-State com merce law was enacted. A pool to 


continue until Jan. 1, 1895, has already been 


agreed upon, and an effort is now being made 
to bring about the adoption of even a strong- 
er pooling agreement to apply after Jan. 1. 
It is doubtful, however, whether an agree 
ment for pooling the business after Jan. 1, 
1895, can be made at this meeting, The evi- 
dent desire of the railruad managers is to 
stop the indiscriminate rate cutting and the 
issue of free passes to every shipper and mer- 
chant who has a pound of freight to ship and 
they will be contented if the temporary pool 
to be in effect until Jan. 1 secures that result. 

So far tne establishment of an east-bound 
and west-bound Missouri River pool has been 
agreed to except on east-bound business from 
Ouaha and Sioux City. Ali competitive Kan- 
sas City traffic is to be pooled and the agree. 
ment is to be ia effect until Jan. 1, 1895, but 
cannot be dissolved except on sixty days’ no- 
tice after that date. Lines that carry more 
than their allotted percentages must case so- 
liciting business or turn freight over to the 
lines that have failed to carry their proper 
proportion. If this fails to equalize the per- 
centages the Western Trunk Line com mittee 
may authorize the roads that failed to carry 
their proportion to make such reduction in 
rates as will secure them the business they 
need to bring their percentage up to the 
proper amount. The new agree:ent is to be- 
tome effective Monday, Oct. 22, Pool per- 
centages have already been agreed upon and 
they are different on each commodity, 

It was agreed at yesterday’s tmeeting, over 
which President Marvin Hughitt of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern presided, to adopt the 
recommendation of the Eastern and Western 
Conference committee to make a uniform 
rates of 6 milisacar a mile on all private 
freight cars loaded or empty, except tank and 
reirigerator cars, the rates on these to be left 
to the discretion of individual roads, because 
of the numerous existing contracts with the 
big packers and the contract made. by the 
Chicago Great Western with the Standard Oil 
company. 

The exclusion of refrigerator and tank cars 
from the six mill proviso makes the inil 
agreement practically worthiess. The S - 
ard Oil company, through its manager, How- 
ard Page, made a. desperate fight for the ex- 
clusion of tank cars from the ayreemient, and, 
as usual, several roads were found to be 
afraid to antagonize the great oi! monopoly.

Three men were hurt, one 
perhaps fatally. The accident was caused by 
the failing of a part of the false work under 
the fourth Span, which had just been com- 
pleted and locked, The men were engaged in 
removing the false work, which is to be trans- 
ferred to the fifth and last span.

LEOTURE TO STUDENTS, 


He Avoids Politics and Confines His Re- 
marks to His Subject, Which Is in Re- 
gard to the Progress of Men of a Nation 
Significant Remark in an Interview on 
the Tariff Question—Arrangements for 
Mr. Reed’s Visit te Chieago and the 
Trip Among the Workingmen, 

Ann Anon, Mich., Uct. 17.— [Special. 
Thomas B. Reed of Maine quietly arrived in 
Ann Arbor this afternoon, so the big demon- 
stration prepared was of no use and Mr. Reed 
entered Ann Arbor. like an ordinary citizen 
and proceeded in quiet to the hotel. After he 
reached the hotel, however, it was gradually 
noised about he was in town and callers began 
to arrive at once. 

Mr. Reed came here tonight to deliver a 
lecture, the subject of which was the “ Rela- 
tion of Leaders to Progress. The lecture 
was delivered in the hall in the main building 
of the university. This is the largest audito- 
rium in Ann Arbor, having a seating capacity 
of 3,000, At 7 o'clock the doors were opened 
and those who had been waitirz there to gain 
an entrance early and obtain the best seats 
were let in and behind them came a contin- 
uous stream, which kept growing larger and 
larger until after 8 o’clock. By 7:30 the 
lower floor of the hall was filled; by 7:45 
all the seats were taken and people were set- 
ting seats in the gallery. 

At 8:15 President Angell of the university 
came forward, followed by Mr. Reed. A 
great and continued round of applause arose, 
in which the clapping of hands was not suf- 
ficient. Voices and shoes were brought to the 
rescue and the people yelled and stamped 
their feet in enthusiastic efforts to greet Mr. 
Reed as he should be greeted. President 
Angell stepped forward and in a short speech 
presented Mr. Reed. Then another shout 
arose, which lasted for several minutes, and 
finally quiet was restored, and Mr. Reed be- 
gan his lecture. His introductory remarks 
were of a humorous nature and put the audi- 
ence ina pleasant state of mind to begin 
with. He then went on to say his task 
of the evening was to show his bear- 
ers the foundations of human progress 
are as broad as eternity and depend 
upon human nature itself. He said 
when it was proposed to Napoleon that bis- 
tory be read to him Napoleon refused, saying 
he knew history to be false. He knew his 
own deeds had often been misrepresented 
and. therefore others had, been treated like- 
wise. Mr. Reed intended to demonstrate by 
this that men are not always what history 
paints them. Men in history are crowded to- 
gether, many seekmg the same ends, hence 
they are not always es they are pictured to us 
by those who are striving side by side with 
them. Democracy is as ancient as the sun. 


There never was a time when a man 
did not count for his weight and 
prize in the progress of his country. 


Long ago if a man went against public senti- 
ment he lost his head. A little later he was 
exiled for life and his head wes spared. Still 
later he was exiled for a few years, and later 
yet he merely left one party and joined the 
opposition. At the present day the head of a 
statesman is safe, but it may bea little turned 
or enlarged.

Plaus for a Trip Around the City Are 


Under a Discussion. 


Thomas B. Reed will probably be taken on 
a tour around this city one day during his 
visit here as a guest of the Hamilton club. It 
is agreed there are thousands of workingmen 
in the manufacturing districts who would like 
to see and hear the. great Congressman, but 
cannot go to the Firat Regiment Armory for 
that purpose Saturday night. Furthermore, 
the crowd there will be so big anyway a man 
does not care to travel six or eight 
miles to find, after arriving, he cannot get 
inside the hall. Therefore, in order to reach 
the greatest number of voters it is proposed 
to engage a special car, take Mr. Reed to sev- 
eral of the most important points. and let 
him muke from ten to twenty minute speeches 
to the workingmen. Every prominent Re- 
publican to whom the matter was mentioned 
yesterday approved of it. The idea at first 
was to take Mr. Reed over the Belt 
Line road, makmg a complete circuit 
of the city. President Benjamin Thomas, 
of that road says, however, this plan would 
not accomplish desired results, for the reason 
the most populous laboring districts would 
not be touched. So it is now believed a bet- 
ter plan would be to first visit South Chicago, 
then Auburn Park, Bridgeport, the Stock- 
Yards, the lumber district, and some central 
point out on the Northwest Side, easily access- 
ible to the largest number of car shop and 
manufacturing employés along the North- 
western and St. Paul railroads. Regarding 
the proposition Mr. Thomas said:

% Tho Belt line is not engaged in passenger 
traffic at all and could not assume the re- 
sponsilities which would attend the running 
of a special car or train.

But even suppos- 
ing this was done the object aimed at would 
not be attained. We do reach directly or in- 
directly all the great industries and fac- 
tories, but chiefly indirectly. The great 
factories are not on the Belt line, but at 
some distance from it and would have to be 
reached over the rails of individual roads over 
which we have no control, So, even if we 
ran a special train, the result would be un- 
satisfactory. ‘The only practical way in my 
opinion to carry out any such plan would be 
to go down to South Chicago, where the III. 
nois Steel company’s plant is, and where in 
other factories there are at least 10.000 men 
employed. This could be done over the Illi 
nois Central. The Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois would doubtless give a car to take Mr. 
Reed to Auburn Park, Seventy-sixth street. 
There he would find the Staver & Avbot 
works, the Cortland wagon works, the Weber 
works and others, and if due notice were 
given he could meet thousands of working- 
men. On tne line of the Northwestern there 
are many big factories. The Belt Line will 
giadly give its tracks for the transfer of any 
such special train from one line to anot or 
extend any courtesy in its power. But it can- 
not run a train of its own.’

DETERMINED TO WIN BY FRAUD. 

The Republicans knew perfectly well that 
it was and is the intention of the Democrats 
to get as many bogus names as possible on 
the registry books to be voted on by gangs of 
Democratic repeaters. In order to minimize 
as much as possible those frauds on which 
alone the Democrats rely for victory the Re- 
publican Executive committee took precau- 
taonary measures which were perfectly legal 
and which could not be objectionable to any 
honest Democrat. 

The voter in any precinct has a right to be 
present on registration day to challenge any 
person asking to have his name put on the 
books who he has reason to believe is not a legal 
voter in that precinct. The Republican chal- 
lengers, especially in those wards where it was 
known the Democrats would try to perpetrate 
the greatest amount of fraud, were provided 
with books, in which they put down the per- 
sonal description as well as the name and resi- 
dence of all who were allowed to register. 

There is no law which forbids this. No 
questions were put by the challengers to those 
who registered. Not u word was said which 
could annoy them. No honest man who was 
entitled to vote could object to something 
which was done for the purpose of protecting 
the purity of the bailot-box. The only man 
who could object to having his description 
noted was the one who had been hired to put 
a bogus name on the registry book of that 
precinct, but who could not tell in advance 
whether he or some other repeater would be 
assigned to vote on that name in that pre- 
cinct, 

There were objections on the part of just 
such men and of the ward bosses who intend 
to use them. In watds like the First, Sec- 
ond, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-third, and Twenty-ninth there were 
energetic protests against the keeping of 
these books. Gangs of Democratic toughs 
forced their way into the registry places, at- 
tempted to capture these books, and in some. 
instances did get possession of them and at- 
tacked and drove away the challengers. The 
police and the Democratic judges did not in- 
terfere. They knew better than tode so, It 
would have been as much asa policeman’s 
place was worth for him to interfere for the 
protection of men who were trying in strict 
conformity with law to prevent the commis- 
sion of frauds. 

The fury of the Democratic bosses when 
they learned what the Republicans were do- 
ing to checkmate them and the rush of the 
heelers and the bullies to the registry placcs 
to get possession of these books with their 
dangerous evidence are convincing proof 
that it was the expectation of the Democrats 
to cast a tremendous fraudulent vote in the 
wards mentioned above. Otherwise they 
would have paid no attention to what was 
being done. They would have laughed at the 
Republicans for wasting their time. This 
Democratic anger was a confession of guilt. 

There is yet one more day of registration. 
The Democrats will try to do as much fraudu- 
lent registermg then as they can. The Re- 
publicans must not relax their vigilance. 
They must have their challengers at the polls 
next Tuesday to take down the descriptions 
of the repeaters. When a hundred men try 
to register from one littie lodging-house it is 
well to have some information about their 
looks. That will make it much easier to fol- 
low them up. Day before yesterday's experi- 
ence has taught the Republicans that they will 
have to depend on themselves alone. The 
police will do nothing for them. They must 
struggle single-handed against the potent 
forces of organized and disciplined fraud. 
But if they win and clean out the foul brood 
in the Election Commissioners’ office this 
year, next spring they eau clean out the harpies 
of the City- Hall and restore decency to the 
city government. 

THEY PROMISE FREE TRADE. 

Mr. Wilson in his speech made in London 
Sept. 27 employed the followmg language in 
speaking of the movement for free trade in 
the United States: 

Our protectionists have been building defenses 
to keep you and other nations from competing 
with us in our home market. The tariff reform- 
ers are breaking down these defenses. 

And Franklin MacVeagh in his speech ac- 
cepting the Democratic nomination for 
United States Senator three months earlier 
said: : 

Now, a country that has for thirty years and 
more artificialized all of the manufactories and 
all-the commerce of the country cannot, in my 
estimation, turn upon its beel and take every 
prop at once from under these stilted industries. 
Therefore I have been a tariff reformer simply 
a man who believes in a progressive but constant 
approach toward free trade [applause], and that 
has been my belief, and with my convictions I 
tell you frankly I have simply had to restrain my 
own views to the situation; and while I have been 
a tariff reformer, and have thought tariff reform 
as promulgated by the Democratic party the 
wisest thing that could be done, I have never 
lost the hope, and I have the hope, and believe 
stronger than ever that I should not only live to 
see but that | would see it before I was too old 
to enjoy it, to see trade in America as free as its 
men are free. 

The first of these extracts is an expression 
of sentiment by the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, who by virtue of his position is a 
leader in the Democratic tariff movement in 
this country. The second expresses the views 
ofthe man who is the candidate of Mayor 
Hopkins for Senator to represent the State of 
Illinois in Congress during tne next six years, 
and who hopes that by the close of a six years’ 
swing atthe processof wiping out the last 
remnant of protection he will be able to wit- 
ness its disappearance. These are the princi- 
ples, policies, and intentions of the Demo- 
cratic party, which Mayor Hopkins wants the 
workingmen and shopkeepers of this city to 
vote for. He wants them to rush enthusias- 
tically to the polls, so that they may secure 
MacVeagh for Senator and thereby get lower 
wages, still less work, and smailer profits than 
they are getting now, though their present 
conditions are lamentably worse than those 
which were the rule up to two years ago. They 
are asked to vote to brug upon themselves a 
far greater amount of suffering than that they 
have endured the last year and a half, for ac- 
cording to Messrs. Wilson and Mac Veagh that 
depression only is a foretaste of what they in- 
tend shall come. 

President Cleveland angrily refused to sign 
the Wilson bill, as amended by the Senate. 
because it did not go deep enough, did not 
cut so savagely as he had wished. There 
were about 600 amendments, all in the line 
of slightly higher duties. This angered him 
and prompted the furious letter he wrote on 
the subject, Mr, Hopkins scems to think

to which they are committed. He thinks the 


voters went a further knifing of the tariff, so 
that they will have to hunt a little more ear- 


nestly for work and put up with still less 
wages than those they now are receiving for 
their toil. 4 
As soon as Congress adjourned Mr. Wilson 
rushed frantically to England te report to 
Englishmen the good work that had been 
done for them by the American lawmakers. 
Perhaps Mr. Hopkins expects that if he can 
carry the election here in Illinois he may be 
deputed by the Iroquois club, the Waubansee 
club, or the Cook County Democracy to go 
over to England and make a supplemental re- 
port to the effect that the good work 
which Mr. Wilson described is being carried 
on to the satisfaction of his British hearers. 
He may expect to be able to assure them con- 
fideatly that another step soon will be taken 
by which the prices of manufactured goods 
for our home use will be cut still further, so 
that our people will buy still more from En- 
gland and approach nearer and nearer to a 
dependent colonia! position, finally becoming 
something like Australia, which steadily has 
increased its indebtedness to Great Britain 
till now it is groaning under a load of a bill- 
ion dollars of debt. Mr. Hopkins may fancy 
he will see his way clear to assure the British- 
ers that the same conditions will be estab- 
lished here for their benefit, but perhaps he is 
mistaken. He may have misconceived the 
meaning of the big registration lists. Perhaps 
the citizens of Chicago and the rest of Illinois 
will not rush to the polls to vote for the men 
whom Hopkins wants to have elected. It may 
be that the rush rather will be the other way, 
to vote against his nominees and condemn 
their policies, and thus stop the process of 
making the United States an English colony. 


DOCTORING THE OFFICIAL BALLOT. 

It is said some of the Republican leaders 
are apprehensive that when the official bal- 
lots are printed the Democratic candidates 


will be put in the first column, those of the 


People’s party in the second, and those of the 
Republicans in the third, and also that the 
names of the stool pigeon candidates for 
county offices, nominated by Hopkins at his 
bogus Populist convention, will be placed 
immediately under those of the Populist 


candidates for State offices, while the names 


of the men really selected by the local Pops 
as their candidates for county and other 
offices will be shoved off in one corner and 
given some misleading head. 

If the Republicans are given the third 
column instead of the second the Demo- 
crats will gain nothing by it. It is proper 
that the Democrats should have the first col- 
umn, for they cast the most votes at the last 
election, and as the Republicans cast the next 
largest number they ought to come second. 
That is the way the two parties are arranged 
in the form of a ticket printed in the election 
law. But no Republican ts so ignorant as to 
make his X mark this year in the circle at 
the top of the second column, because he has 
put it there at other elections. He will look 
over his ballot till he finds the word Repub- 
lican,’’ and he will make his mark there. Not 
a vote will be gained to the Democrats or lost 
to the Republicans by the displacement of the 
Republican candidates. 

It would be a gross outrage, however, were 
the bogus People’s party candidates for coun- 
ty offices, nominated by the convention gotten 
up and managed by Hopkins’ agents, to be 
put on the official ballot under the People’s 
patty heading. The object of puttmg them 
there is transparent. The snide convention 
indorsed the three men whose election the 
Democrat Tammany bosses have most at 
heart—Scales, Oehne, and Sullivan, the candi- 
date for County Clerk. Hopkins’ reélection 
depends on that of Scales. If the latter is 
beaten the election law will be administered 
in a non-partisan manner and Hopkins can- 
not be reélected next April. 

If this sham ticket were placed under the 
genuine Populist ticket for State officers the 
Democrats hope thata number of Populists 
would be deceived—would not look clear 
down the column, but would make their X“ 
marks in the Populist 0 and thus be 
tricked into voting for Scales et al. instead of 
the real Populist nominees, recognized as 
such by the State organizatior. 

Were this done it would be a shameless at- 
tempt to deceive the voters, and it might de- 
ceive some of them if the trick was not ex- 
posed thoroughly in advance. But it is pos- 
sible that if the Democrats were to try this 
game it would recoil on them, for some work. 
ing mea who might have voted partly for Pop- 
ulist and partly for Democratic candidates 
might get angry and vote the straight Popu- 
list ticket. This little scheme, if carried out. 
will not help the Democrats. It will simply 
serve to show how ready they are to deceive 
the voters when they see a chance. 


THE REGISTRATION AND ITS INDICA- 
TIONS. 

The revised latest figures of the first day’s 
registration show a total of about 242,000 
males, as compared with a total of 189,144 
on the first day in 1892. In one or two wards 
there was a small decrease, but in all the 
others there was an increase, varying in differ- 
ent wards from a minimum of 250 to a maxi- 
mum of over 2,500. This certainly was a 
very heavy registration for a mid-year, and in 
many wards shows a large increase over the 
first day's registration in the Presidential 
year, 1892, The heaviest gains, as might 
have been expected, were in the outlying 
wards, where many houses have been built, 
and particularly in the Hyde Park wards, 
where houses are plenty and rents are cheaper, 
owing to the relapse after the World’s Fair 
period. | 

Upon the basis of this increase in registra- 
tion the Mayor, as might have been expected, 
has begun to gabble and bombesticaily an- 
nounce that the Democrats will sweep every- 
thing before them. He has already estimated 
that his party will have 50,000 majority; that 
they have régistered two-thirds or three-fifths 
of the voters, and that the Republicans may 
have the remainder. All this, of course, is 
silly, absurd talk, a mere biuff, because there 
are unknown quantities in this registration of 
which Hopkins knows nothing, notwithstand- 
ing the gifts of omniscience with which he 
credits himself, 

First, there is the Populist vote. How large 
it will be no one can say. The Populists 
themselves claim 50,000, but no one can tell 
until the ballots are cast. Be the vote large 
or small, however, 90 per cent of it will come 
from those who, here or elsewhere, voted for 
Cleveland in 1892, or who have been natural- 
ized since that time and would have voted for 
him if they had had the right. The Populist 
party will cut a big gouge out of the Demo- 
cratic party in the Democratic wards. Sec- 
ond, there are the German Lutherans, who 
voted for Cleveland in 1892 because they 
were stirred up on the school bill. Since 
that time they have secured what they wanted; 
hence the Mayor makes a grave mistake if he 
thinks they will continue voting the Demo- 
cratic ticket. Third, there are thousands and 
thousands of Americans who voted for Cleve- 
land and free trade and against McKinleyism. 
They have seen the McKinley bill repealed, 


and have had an object lesson in the wretched | 


| the Mayor fancy they will vote in 189% 


his eyes about him he has noticed that many 
Democrats have had the courage to come out 
and pubiicly bolt the Democratic ticket. 
They are surface indications of the still larger 
number who, lackmg courage to declare 
themselves publicly, will privately vote 
ugainst their party. Does he think that the 
men who fooled away their votes in 1892 
and lost their jobs will vote in 1894 for the 
party which stranded them? Does he think 
that the small shopkeepers and manufacturers, 
most of whom have losta big slice of their 
profits, and many of whom have been bank- 
rupted, will vote again for the party which 
has occasioned their distress? If so then he 
has little knowledge of human nature. 

So far as one cau judge by surface :ppear- 
ances all signs indicate that there will be a 
great Republican victory next month. There 
are more surface indications of such a victory 
now than there were of a Democratic victory 
two years ago. Just as now blatant fellows 
like Hopkins are talking about 50,000 Dem- 
ocratic majority so in 1892 there were owlish 
Republican wiseacres who, unmindfui of the 
drift of political currents, prophesied Repub- 
lican victory, only to find themselves mis- 
taken, justas this bombastic modern Alex- 
ander will after the November election, when 
the people will repudiate him and set the seal 
of their condemnation on Hopkinsism. 


Tue figures showing the female registration 
Tuesday do not demonstrate that women are 
hankering for the ballot in any considerable 
number. There are probably something over 
200,000 women of the voting age in Chicago, 
even making allowances for those whose van- 


! ity will not allow of such an admission. At 


the same time many causes have aided in 
keeping down the number. If every woman 
had registered the number would have been 


less than that of the men, for the reason that 


many women of foreign birth have not been 
naturalized. Probably also many women did 
not know anything about the registration. 
The lightness of the registration in the for- 
eign wards was probably due either to lack of 
knowledge or indifference and in some 
cases to the discipline exercised by husbands 
in keeping their spouses at home. Again, a 
great many may not have thought it worth 
their while to register in order tc vote for the 
trustees of an institution which they never 
saw and perhaps never heard of, and which 
very few women care anything about even if 
they have heard of it. It the public school 
question had been pending the female regis- 
tration would have been much larger, and if 
it had been possible for women to vote for a 
change from the present disgusting munic- 
ipal conditions brought out by the Demo- 
cratic administration they would have gone to 
register with a rush that would have litted the 
modern Alexander’s helmet off his head. But 
as matters staud at present it is evident that 
the vast majority of the women of Chicago 
have no sentimental craving to go to the polis 
and make their X marks for University 


Trustees. Still there is one more registration 


day,and the 10,378 may receive some rein- 
forcements and make the showing more 
favorable, 


In seeking to account for the comparative- 
ly small number of women who registered 
Tuesday there is one patent reason which 
must not be overlooked. One of the queries 
of the inquisitive judges at the polls, made 
necessary under the law, todched the average 
woman in her most sensitive spot. It is en- 
tirely protable that many more women would 
have registered but for their dislike to stand 


in the presence of officials of the law, with. 


bonnet in one hand and the other uplifted to 
heaven, and solemnly swear to their exact 
age. Women have a happy faculty of mak- 
ing themselves look younger than they really 
are, or at least of fancying that they have 
skillfully concealed the ravages of time with 
the appliances of art and the dermatologist, 
and they cherish this delusion as fondly as the 
ostrich its delusion that no one can see him 
when he has hidden his head in the sand. A 
woman who looks to be 21 years of age and 
is really 25, or a venerable sister of 50 who 
has made herself up to pass for 30. does not 
like to own up to the 25 or the 50; still less 
does she like to give out this distressing in- 
formation under oath to numerous other sis- 
ters who have not registered, and therefore, 
while they know the deceit the former have 
practiced, can hug their own delusions with 
the comforting thought that they are not on 


the records and can congratulate themselves 
that they have not had to give away the fond- 


est secret of their lives and risk it in the keep- 
ing of those exalted statesmen who preside 
over the polls on registration days.

MUSIC AND DRAMA, 


Miss Ogla Nethersole, the young English 
emotional actress, has made her American dé- 
but in New York in an emotional drama by A. H. 
Gattie entitled The Transgressor.’’ She comes 
from London, where her successes have been 
achieved and where she is regarded by many as 
the brightest promise for the near future of the 
English dramatic stage, Her entrance into this 
country was unassuming and modest, although 
to abruptly challenge the criticism of a people 
whose tastes differ so widely from the English 
was an event of great importance in her career. 
A competent report of Miss Nethersole’s first ap- 
pearance was printed in Tus Targon of Tues- 
day. So general, however. is the interest in her 
first efforts in America that extracts from the 
criticisms of the leading New York newspapers 
will not be amiss. The critics generally have 
agreed that The Transgressor is an inferior 
play. It is, they say, false in premises, 
slowin action, didactic, pedantic rather than 
dramatic, and altogether uninteresting except in 
isolated scenes. The author has attempted a 
task beyond his powers and has succeeded only 
in becoming unconvincing. Of the artist opin- 
ions differ. The New York Sun says: “Since 
description by comparison with familiar objects 
is the quickest method, let it be said that Miss 
Nethersole is like both Madge Robertson Kendal 
and Jane Hading, and that she is more than 
either of them a facile mistress of theatric arti- 
fice. Her speech is almost altogether a duplica- 
tion of Mrs. Kendal’s, and she employs that art- 
ist's familiar expedient of being busy with other 
and smaller things when her role itself does not 
provide activity. Giving to her the benefit of the 
doubt, it may be declared that she is a genius. 
The uncertainty in the mind of the writer, im- 
mediately after quitting her performance, arises 
from the fact that her triumph is one of arti- 
ficiality over naturalness, of studied exaggera- 
tion instead of an intensity that bé@ars any sem- 
blance of spontaneity.” 

The opinion of the New York Tribune is as fol- 
lows: Mies Nethersole has the quality of 
charm which is so invaluable on the stage and the 
lack of which cannot be counterbalanced by any 
amount of industry or study. She gains sympa- 
thy by the simple force of personality. In the 
technicalities of her art she is accomplished, but 
not always finished or matured. The fullness 
and roundness of her power are not yet reached. 
She has youth, beauty, grace, and self-command. 
Her voice is musical and her manner refined. 
With these qualities she will surely be admired 
and will make her way. 

E. A. Dithman saysin the New York Times: 
“She was manifestly overdemonstrative and 
highly artificial in the earlier scenes of a purely 
sentimental quality. but though she seemed per- 
fectly self-possessed, she made Sylvia in one long 
speech hear with her eyes and see with her voice, 
an indication that she was suffering from an at- 
tack of nervousness approaching stage fright. 
She acted with great earnestness and self-aban- 
don, with much vehemence and little repose, an 
illogical, unnatural, ill-conceived réle in one of 
the very worst plays ever put together. 

Following is the opinion of the New York 
Heraid: “It was emphatically not the play, but 
the actress rather that won the audience last 
evening. So ardent was Miss Nethersole in the 
love scenes that one could well understand her 
ambition to appear as Juliet. And even more 
effective was she in those scenes in which she 
showed us the grief and the humiliation of her 
position. What marred her efforts both in her 
lighter and her graver moods was a tendency to 
overelaborate, a redundancy of detail, of gesture, 
and of facial expression. As the years go by we 
have no doubt that the artist will gradually 
adopt a greater simplicity of method.” 

Says the New York Press: She is an actress 
of great intelligence and remarkable natural 
gifts. Her touch and her conception are quick 
and sympathetic and she has the eloquence of 
sorrow. Her faults are only those which age oan 
cure. At times she wavered, hesitated, wandered 
vaguely through the feverish scene which the 
author had drawn. Yet she bad full sympathy 
with and knowledge of his spirit, and she gave 
forth powerfully although rudely what was with- 
in her. It was not a great performance; in many 
matters it was not even artistic. Still, the young 
actress possesses the divine fire, and while it 
flickered at times, it still burned brightly.”

A group of minor compositions by Bach, 
Haydn, and Schumann. whose Romanza was 
played with appreciation, and the Brahms Rhap- 
sodie, op. 119, No. 4, opened the pianoforte re- 
cital of Allen H. Spencer in Weber Hall last 
evening.

ly refinement, but failing in necessary breadth 
and poise. Later in the evening. however, Miss 
Gray sang several songs, in particular MacDow- 
ell’s “The Robin Sings in the Apple Tree, 
with sympathetic quality of tone and delightful 
apprecjation.

THESE ARE FACTS. 


After a heroic but vain effort to prevent a 
reduction in their wages the cotton spinners of 
Fail River have been compelled to capitulate on 
a 10 per cent cut, 


The prices of a few grades of cotton goods 
have decreased from 1 to 5 per cent; of most 
grades not at all. The, wages of empiloyés in the 
Massachusetts cotton mills have been reduced 
about 30 per cent. 


The average decrease in the number of 
hands employed in the whole United States for 
the first six months of 1894 was 80 per cent; the 
decrease in the amount of wages earned 45 per 
cent; = decrease in the output of factories 44 
per cent. - 


The lumber dealers of Leslie County, Ky., 
are said to have lost at least $50,000 owing to 
the Gorman tariff. Farm hands in the same 
State who used to receive $1.50 per foot for sawa 
logs delivered at Frankfort are now getting from 
75 cents to $1. 

The Wilson tariff promises to cut down 
the profits of the California fig growers. The 
foreign crop is heavy and the reduced duty is 
causing heavy importations. Receipts to date 
show a marked increase compared with the same 
time last year, and prices are rapidly falling. 

The Ohio Falls iron works at Louisville 
have reduced wages from 25 to 30 per cent. Pud- 
dlers who received $24 per week in 1892 now re- 
ceive about $16 for the same work. The New 
Albany woolen mills are working a small force 
onascale of wages reduced from 25 to 35 per 
cent. 


The farmers of Eastern Michigan are com- 
plaining that under the new tariff Canadian 
farmers can bring cabbages across the line with- 
out duty and sell in competition with them- 


selves, while the Michigan farmers find a duty of

The closing of Eastern manufactories and 
the general depression of business due to tariff 
tinkering have largely reduced the 2 
of California fruits and other luxuries the 
Pacific coast, and with reduced consumption 
there has been a great reduction in the prices of 
California pranes, almonds, dried, preserved, and 
cauned fruits. 

There is not money enough, says the Popu- 
list.

France’s Ultimatum for Madagascar.

New York, Oct. 17.—The official trial of 
the United States battleship Maine, which 
took place today on Long Island Sound, 
promises good results, as the ship passed 
through it creditatly. N. F. Palmer Jr., repre- 
senting the contractors, was anxious to have 
the trial take place out at sea in deep water, 
as the sound is too shallow, he said, for a fair 
test, and today’s run showed this plainly, 
as it banked the water on each side 
of it instead of its going underneath.

The Jew in Politics, 

CurcaGo, Oct. 16.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Allow me to say a word in reference to the edi- 
torial in today’s issue, “Jewish Revolt in Poli- 
ties. As a rabbi of one of the largest congrega- 
tions in this city I desire to enter an emphatic 
srotest against every attempt of making He- 
—— politics. The Jew as a citizen of the 
United States has the right and the duty to cast 
his vote in favor of the candidate who seems to 
him best fitted for the office. As a Jew he bas no 
other interests nor motives than the rest of the 
citizens of this land. If he be a merchant. an im- 
porter, a manufacturer he may be influenced 
the resylts of tariff legislation; if a capitalist he 
will side with those whose principles on finance 
seem to him sound; if a laborer—and there are 
more of them now in this iand than are of 
merchants or capitalists—he wiil be persuaded 
by arguments that promise better wages. In all 
these cases his Jewish religion has very little to 
do with his politics. He receives no advice from 
his church or from some supreme council bow to 
vote and for what issues to vote. The interests 
of the few outside the synagogue or the home 
are absolutely identical with those of every other 
American citizen who cares for just and honest 

overnment. He is neither by race nor by faith a 
Jemocrat nor a Republican, neither Populist nor 
Socialist. If he votes with any political party he 
does so solely by virtue of his political convic- 


tion, not as a resuit of his Jewish Associa- 
tion. The Jews as such, that is to say, as 
men who ess a certain religion, 


men who are spiritually united by a common 
past, common sufferings, common hopes. who 
feel the moral bond of helpfulness toward un- 
fortunate brethren of the faith—such Jews, I 
say, can form no “Hebrew Republican” nor 
Hebrew Democratic” club. nor any kind ↄt po- 
litical association without belying their own re- 
ligious convictions, without putt to shame 
those of their brethren who are anxious for the 
honor of Israel. That such Hebrew Repub- 
lican and Hebrew . Democratic clubs have 
sprun into existence is only a 
sign of the political corruption prevailing in our 
midst. Those who have taken the trouble of in- 
quiring as to the constituency of those Hebrew 
politieal clubs will cease to speak of “ Jewish 
revolt in politics.” They will say: A number 
of men, evidently of Jewish persuasion and Rus- 
sian extraction, led by older Jewish residents of 
lZib tongue and litical aspirations, have 
banded together under a misleading title for the 

urpose of getting a share of the spoils promi 
— the victorious party. There are men who 
about with the pretence that they control the 
Jewish vote of their ward, their district, 
or even their city; they are ready to make 
a bargain with e candidate or the party that 
will talk business. Such men make good pol- 
iticians, but they are bad Jews, who cast dis- 
credit upon the Jewish community, They repre- | 
sent no one except themselves and other office- 
seekers. Ses 

My own political convictions have always been 
with the Republican party, bat I would 
ashamed of my political association if the suc- 
cess of the party should depend upon the al- 
liance and assistance of these Hebrew Repub- 
lican clubs.“ Isaac S. Moses, 
Rabbi of Kehilath Anshe Maariv.

According to the school census of 1894 
there are 47,881 Polanders in Chicago, but 
men who speak the tongue and claim to pos- 
sess considerable information as to the num- 
ber of their countrymen in the city estimate 
there are 100,000 to 125,000 of them. 
largest number of Poles residein the Six- 
teenth Ward, where their surroundings are 
according to their liking. There they have 
their churches, the St. Stanislaus parish be- 
ing considered the largest in the city. The 


number of voters in the Sixteenth Ward last 


spring was 8,000. Altogether there were in 
Chicago at that time 20,000 Polish voters, 
and with the increased registration 
and number of naturalized residents 
it is expected 22.000 voters will cast their 
ballots at the next election. Other wards 
where the Poles form a large share of the 
population are the Fifteenth. Ninth, Seven- 
teenth, Sixth, Tuirty-third, and Fourteenth, 
though they are pretty well scattered in 
smaller numbers all the way from Gross 
Park to Kensington and west as far as Cicer>, 
Heretofore the Poles as a nationality have 
voted the Democratic tickets, fully 85 per 
cent having been considered as adherents of 
that party. This year, however, they have 
stampeded, and it is expected nearly half of 
them will vote the Republican ticket. In the 
Sixteenth Ward it was almost impossible to 
get up any sort of a Republican meeting. 
while this year the meetings of the Republic- 
ans are attended as well as those of the Demo- 
crats. 


Protection Is Applauded. 


The assemblages have become enthusiastic 
and applaud Republican sentiments of pro- 
tection to industries, for thousands of them 
have been forced out of work during the last 
eighteen months, and they lay tne blame on 
the Democratic tariff, tinkers and the free 
trade doctrines of the party leaders. 

As an example of the change of sentiment 
which pervades the voters may be cited the 
history of what in the December local elec.

ORIGINAL LAND GRANT IS FILED. 


Illinois Central Surprises Everybody by 
an Action Said to Be Formal. 

The original grant for the right of way of 
the Illinois Central railroad company from 
the State of Illinois was filed for record in 
the Recorder’s office yesterday. There were 
many volunteer theories relative to the years 
of delay in filing the document, and by some 
of the City Hall officials it was thought it 
might in some way have a bearing upon the 
right of way of the company upon the Lake- 
Front. John Dunn, assistant to the Presi- 
dent of the Illinois Central, said: The 
United States originally deeded to the State 
of Illinois 2,500,000 acres of land indefin- 
itely described and to be selected after the 
location of the line of railroad. March 24, 
1851, the State conveyed this land to the 
Illinois Central and the deed was filed for 
record in La Salle County. The deed con- 
veyed all lands granted by the Gov. 
ernment of the United States under 
the act of Congress of Sept. 20, 
1850,’ which consisted of every 
alternate section of land described by even 
numbers for six sections in width on each side 
of the main line and branches to be built. 
Certificates of the iand selected in each coun- 
ty were made out and filed of record, but the 
attorneys advised it was unnecessary to file 
the original deed, which was executed in two 
parts. Later the deed was filed in La Salle 
Cour ty, soa certified copy could be had if 
necessary to be used for purposes of refer- 
ence. The original deed was destroyed by the 
great Chicago fire. Recently it was discov- 
ered that the duplicate copy of the deed bore 
no evidence on its face of ever having been 
recorded. For purposes of convenience we 
then decided to have the deed recorded in 
Marion County for the south and Cook Coun- 
ty for the north, the same as it had been 
originally recorded in La Salle County. The 
—— was issued six months ago and is new 
being executed. The recording of the dodu- 
ment is a mere formality and does not affect 
the rights or titles of the compuny in the least. 
The certiticate of George Harlow, Secretary 
of State, is appended to the document and 
bears date of June 19, 1879. The deed has 
been but recently filed in the adjoining 
counties through which the road 
runs, the date of Marion County be- 
ing Sept. 19, 1894, and in La Salle County 
Oct. 15, 1894. At the City Hall little was 
known of the filmmg of the plat by the railroad 
company. City officials were generally sur- 
prised to hear the plat has just been filed, but 
none of them ym Pees an explanation. 
Mayor Hopkins said: ‘I have heard noth- 
ing whatever about the filing and so far as I 


know it will cut no figure with the city.“ 


Corporatior Counsel Rubens said he had 
been advised of the filing of the plat, but had 
no idea of what may be behind it.

FEDERAL GRAND JURY INDIOTMENTS 


Officers of the State Mutual Life of Chicago 
Get True Bills.” 


The Federal grand jury yesterday reported 
to Judge Bunn in the United States District 
Court and returned thirty-four indictments. 
There are no indictments in the Santa F6 re- 
bate case, which has been under in vestigation. 
A true bill was found, however, against ex-

cern is in its essence a lottery. e officers 
were arrested some time ago and gave 
bail before Commissioner Hoyne. An indict- 
ment was returned against Benjamin F. 
Tufts, the railway mail clerk who was ar- 
rested several weeks ago for rifling letters. 
Elias A. Watson, the distributing clerk in the 
Postoffice, who was caught stealing letters, 
was among the indicted. Other postoffice 
cases were Henry D. Tallman, letter carrier, 
for embezzling a letter; Eddie Rhodes and 
Herbert Hitchings, for robbing the toffice 
at Custer Park; Savannah Georgia Johnson, 
for the alleged forgery of a money order; 
James F. Keating of the Rhinestone Jewelry 
company, indicted on the charge of usi 
mails for swindling purposes; Edward Dan- 
iels, a variety actor, indicted for mailing a 
scurrilous message to another actor on a 
postal card; C. A. Rogers of the Board of 
Trade, for mailing a dunning postal card to 
Walter Webster, No. 97 South Jefferson 
street. Several indictments were returned in 
counterfeiting cases. Benjamin Gilfeather, 
Patrick Nugent, and Frank Murray were in- 
dicted for passing counterfeit money. 
Thadd eus Stankewitch, Joseph Kilozski, and 
Caspar Steaker, who were arrested for mak- 
ing counterfeit coin, were on the list of the 
indicted, as were William McLaren and Harry 
Simonson. The grand jury was at work all 
day on cases growing out of the railroad 
strikes, and indictments probably will be re- 
turned in some of them this week.

It 
was reported among Aldermen at the City 
Hall yesterday that Mayor Hopkins would 
veto the order. Ald. Noble says he hopes he 
will, as that would be taken as conclusive 
evidence the Mayor has the best of reasons 
for blocking the investigation. It would not, 
however, prevent the subject being thorough- 
ly aired, as Ald. Noble says he is determined 
the public shall know the details of the whole 
affair. He says he can afford to wait, as the 
story will be good enough and big enough to 
keep. 

It is said the job at the Fourteenth street 
station is not the only one to be investigated. 
Similar charges will be made, based on evi- 
dence of alleged crooked work in connection 
with repairs and changes made at the Harri- 
son street pumpmg works. The charges al- 
ready made are, briefly, that the public funds 
have been squandered in repairing the new 
pumping station at Fourteenth street, where 
the repairs were unnecessary, and the boilers, 
engines, and in fact the whole plant was in 
perfect condition. 

Paid for a Year Ago. 

The plant was accepted and paid 
for by the city only a little more 
than ‘a year ago, after a most rigid ex- 
amination and a severe test, and at that time 
it was pronounced the most perfect pum ping 
station in the world. It was built by the Allis 
company, and only the most modern ma- 
chinery was used. The plans were approved 
by the City Engineer and other officials, 
and the best constructing enginners in the 
city erected the plant and attended to every 
detail of the work. The steam-fittmg and 
other piping was considered perfect.

—.— The items of the bills contain 
many surprising things. For instance, a 
“steam trap” is put down at $32, while the 
labor and small fittings necessary to place it 
cost over $400. Then 278 days’ work are 
charged at $9 a day, making a total of 
$2.502. It will be seen, therefore, it required 
that large amount of money expended to use 
up $3,145 worth of material. Experienced 
eugineers estimate the work could have been 
done in sixty days ata cost of $2,000 at the 
highest possible figure. 

Ald. Noble says the fact is the whole job 
was absolutely unnecessary and uncalled for. 
Every dollar was expended without cause. 
The work done was not only poorly done but 
poorly planned, and the plant is in worse 
shape than before it was commenced. ‘The 
changes made were all based on the 
claim that the battery of nine boilers was 
much in need of a new header, which is 
the main steam pipe over the boilers to which 
the smaller pipes that convey the power to 
the pumps are connected. This pipe was sim- 
ply taken out and a new one of the same size 
substituted. 


Severely Criticised. 


The work done is severely eriticised by men 
of experience who have inspected it. They 
say the whole job is poorly planned and that 
any constructing engineer who would connect 
a large steam piaptin sucha manner would 
be discharged by any large or reliable firm 
doing such work. New gate valves have been 
taken out and old fashioned globe valves sub- 
stituted. Copper ells' have been removed 
and cast iron angle valves substituted. In the 
center of the ** header is placed au “ exten- 
sion joint which has already sprung a leak 
and caunot be repaired without shutting down 
the whole station for at least twelve hours. 
The use of an expansion joint under such 
conditions is said to be about forty years be- 
hind the times, 

Another defectis the way in which the 
branch steampipes are connected. No allow- 
ance 1s made for expansion in some of the 
joints where much strain is caused by con- 
traction andexpansion, This will undoubted- 
ly result in teaks and possible break-downs 
which would of course result in more large 
bills forrepairs. Master of Machinery Brown 
has aiready changed the headers“ in the 
boilers of the Harrison street pumping sta- 
tion, the Fourteenth street stationand is now 
at work on the Lake View station. 

Ald. Noble says he expects. the total a- 
mount of the alleged job will reach $20,000. 
The biils are not ail in yet. 


Friend of Mayor Hopkins. 


The history of the deal is briefly told. Mr. 
Brown isan old friend of Mayor Hopkins. 
They worked together for Mr. Pullman a few 
yeurs ago.

Those paid have 
been O. K. d“ by J. W. Brown; D., W. Lan- 
agan, the chief engineer at the Fourteenth 
street pumping station; City Engineer Arting- 
stall; and H. J. Jones, Commissioner of Pub. 
lic Works. Engineer Lanagan is quoted as 
saying he has instructions from headquar- 
ters to O. K.“ the bills. Ald, Noble and 
Ald, Madden will probably investigate the 
source from which the order came. The 
workmen about the stations, while afraid to 
talk too much, admit the work done is all un- 
necessary and that the plants are in worse 
condition than before.

What's the Matter with 100-Cent Silver 
Dollars? 

Curcaao, Oct. 14.—{Editor of The Tribune. 
I like the interest your paper takes in honest 
money, and wish you would bFindly inform a 
tyro in finance what is the matter with the idea 
of putting 100 cents’ worth of silverin our 50- 
cent dollars? I used to hear Blaine and other 
statesmen advocate doing so, but for several 
years past there is little or nothing said about 
it. As the gold reserve vanishes it is painful to 
observe the fear and distrust created at home and 
abroad by our 50-cent silver dollars, and the in- 
creasing demand for gold to ship to Europe and 
Canada. Will not a continuance of present con- 
ditions bring us to a silver basis in the very near 
future? And if Congress were to enact a law re- 

uiring 100 cents’ worth of silver, ator about 
the lowest price it has touched, oreven at the 
rice of silver the last year or 
two, to put into all our silver dol- 
lars, would it not increase confi- 
dence in our money—tend to stopthe forei 
demand for our gold—cut off the profit and dis- 
courage the dangerous counterfeiting of our 
silver dollars by putting the same amount of 
silver in the counterfeit as the genuine contains 
—and go far toward satisfying the demand for 
free coinage? Isn't the policy of issuing from 
time to time $50,000,000 bonds to keep 50-cent 
dollars on a parity with 100-cent ones merely a 
temporary and tiresome palliative and make- 
shift rather than a specific and radical cure for 
the trouble? Would it not be wiser to use the 
millions appropriated for that purpose to pur- 
chase extra silver to putin our coin and make 
its intrinsic value nearly 100 cents on the dol- 
lar as possible—rather over than under that 
amount—so that our silver dol'ars would be as 
likely to go toa premium as our gold ones? To 
be sure the 100-cent dollars would be heavy. 
but no heavier than the same purchasing power 
in 50-cent. dollars when we come to 
threatened silver basis. If we are really a first- 
class honest and wise Nation, as we think we 
are, we should be able to issue honest money 
like theirs instead of 50-cent dollars like Mexico, 
India, etc. AGNOSTIC. 

[The suggestion is in the line of fairness and 
common honesty, but it could not be carried out 
in practice. The great expense of the operation 
would be urged against the adoption of the plan, 
and urged by many who wish to see the integrity 
of the currency fully maintained. We have about 
600,000,000 silver dollars in store and in circula- 
tion. The silver they contain would make only 
300,000,000 full value dollars. In order to get 
enough silver to make up the other 300,000,000 
it would be necessary to tax the people in 
some way or enother, additionally to what is ro- 
quired for revenuo purposes on the present plan. 
If this 300,000,000 were not furnished there 
would be a contraction of the currency to that 
amount. Either of these conditions would be 
strongly objected to by the people and their Rep- 
resentatives in Congress. The plan proposed by 
the late Secretary Windom is free from these ob- 
jections. It substantially was to put 100 cents 
worth of silver behind every dollar named.on the 
paper promises that might be issued to pay in 
silver. That silver would be as good security in 
the shape of bullion as in coin. } 


Special Assessment Robbery. 

Cuicaeo, Oct. 16.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
The manner of creating special assessments on 
property situated in Chicago has become so 
fraudulent that active steps must be taken im- 
mediately by the property-owners or the result 
will be a general depreciation in real &state, and 
all capital which has heretofore sought an in- 
vestment in property will be removed to other 
locations. Chicago seems to be the only city in 
the United States which levies an assessment 
upon real estate without the consent or knowl- 
edge of the property-owner, and where the price 
for such assessment is from 20 to 25 per cent 
greater than the actual cost. In fact, if a gang 
of highway robbers were permitted indiscrimi- 
nately to plunder our citizens the result could 
not be more effectual than the plan adopted by 
those in charge of this department.

At this critical moment let us elect a Judge 
to fill the County Court chair who will protect 
the people as above stated. If this cannot be 
done I would recommend that we petition the 
Supreme Court of the State to grant a stay on 
all special assessments levied against the will of 

property-owners until the next Legislature 
meets, when we can probably have a clause or an 
amendment to the present State law, making it 
clear that a petition is first 1 

In San Francisco a petition must be sent in bo- 
fore a special assessment is permitted, which 
must contain a description of the work and of 
the locality where it is desired to have the work
